Supreme Court upheld unani- 
mously today California regula- 
tions that bar welfare aid to 
needy children because their fa- 
thers work full-time. 


The court, without explana- 


tion, refused to hear two Santa 
Clara men who claimed their 
full-time jobs did not produce 
income to feed their children 
adequately or clothe them prop- 
erly. 


Were the fathers not working, 


the families would have quali- 
fied for welfare aid. The appeal 
called the California regulations 
"don't work rules" as a result. 


The cut-off level in California 


for working parents is 152 hours 
a month. A family otherwise 
qualified for welfare cannot get 
any if one of the parents works 
more than that number of 
hours.

Ham Intends 
to Remain 
in the Race 
LITTLE 
ROCK (AP) - 


Everett Ham Jr., one of three 
persons seeking the Republican 
party chairmanship, says he in- 
tends to remain in the race no 
matter who runs for the office. 


He said Sunday that he was 


not running against anyone but 
for the office. 


However, he said he thought 


it would be a mistake to select 
Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller as 


the GOP party chairman. 


A former Rockefeller aide, he 


said the electorate might think 
that anything Rockefeller said 
against the Democratic party 
might be a case of "sour 
grapes." 


Rockefeller was defeated in 


his bid for re-election Nov. 3 
by Democrat Dale Bumpers. 


Also seeking the chairman- 


ship are Charles T. Bernard of 
Earle and William T. Kelly of 
Little Rock. Kelly has received 
Rockefeller's endorsement. He 
said 
Sunday 
if 
Rockefeller 


wanted the chairmanship he 
would withdraw. 


Bernard has said he doubts if 


Rockefeller wants the office. 


Ham said that if Rockefeller 


did accept the chairmanship his 


Polls Agree 
on a Last 
Minute Shift 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Most 


of those who conducted politic- 
al polls during the November 
general 
election 
campaign 


agree that a last-minute shift of 
undecided voters was responsi- 
ble for throwing the pollsters 
off. 


Most of the polls showed Gov. 


•elect Dale Bumpers winning 
over Gov. Winthrop Rocke- 
feller, but apparently no survey 
measured the full extend of 
Bumpers' landslide victory. The 
polls also showed that the Con- 
stitution of 1970 faring much 
better than it did. 


The 
poll 
that 
apparently 


came closest to predicting the 
outcome of the governor's race 
was conducted by Dr. Robert 
Johnston, a political 
science 


professor at the University of 
Arkansas at Little Rock. John- 
ston's poll, conducted with the 
help of his students, showed 
Bumpers receiving about 60 per 
cent of the vote. 


The actual results of the gu- 


bernatorial race, according to 
unofficial returns, gave Bump- 
ers 62.3 per cent of the vote, 
Rockefeller 32.1 per cent and 
Walter Carruth of Lexa, the 
American party candidate, 5.6 
per cent. 


Johnston said his poll was 


conducted to get a reading on 
the proposed constitution. He 
failed, however, in that area — 
giving the document 59 per cent 
of the vote. The charter re- 
ceived only 43 per cent. 


At least three pollsters were 


hired by candidates or their ad- 
vertising agencies. The three 
were Midsouth Opinion Sur- 
veys, Area Market Research 
and Jim Ranchino, a political 
scientist at Ouachita Baptist 
University. 


Midsouth Opinion Surveys is 


headed by Eugene Newsom, 
who conducted polls for former 
Gov. Orval E. Faubus while 
Faubus was governor. 
Area 


Market Research is a division 
of Cranford-Johnson Inc. of Lit- 
tle Rock. 


Ranchino surveyed for the 


Bumpers campaign, Midsouth 
polled for Rockefeller and Area 
Market Research declined to 
identify its client. 
Bumpers' 


aides, how'ever, .quoted Ar,e.a 
Market Research'' figures' 'dur- 
ing the campaign. 


Dee Murry, a Little Rock law- 


yer and former attorney gener- 
al, also conducted a survey as 
he has done for more than 10 
years. Murry, however, says he 
conducts his survey for his own 
amusement. 


All of the polls projected 


Bumpers to be the winner. 


A spokesman for Area Mark- 


et Research said that firm's 
final projection for Bumpers 
was between 54 and 57 per 
cent. 
Ranchino 
projected 


Bumpers the winner in his fin- 
al poll by at least 56 per cent. 
Murry gave Bumpers 55.5 per 
cent. 


Newsom would not reveal his 


poll, but said he had projected 
Bumpers would win. 


Murry said his first poll, tak- 


en shortly after Bumpers' vic- 
tory 
over 
Faubus 
showed 


Bumpers with 69.3 per cent of 
the vote. A second poll showed 
Bumpers with 65.5 per cent. 


None of the pollsters ex- 


pressed surprise over failing to 
predict the magnitude of Bump- 
ers' victory. Most said there 
was a lot of fluctuation among 
undecided voters during the 
campaign. 


Ranchino said that he had 50 


of the persons he had polled in 
his first 
survey 
telephoned 


staff would probably take over 
some of the party's operation. 


He said the staff "has a lack 


of understanding of the party 
and party organization." 


Ham, who said he hired and 


trained most of Rockefeller's 
staff, said the staff is "self- 
serving" and is more interested 
in administrative appointments 
than the party. 


Many of the staff "don't call 


themselves Republicans at all," 
he said. 


He also said he did not favor 


Rockefeller seeking re-election. 


One critic of Rockefeller's 


bid for re-election said the gov- 
ernor was attempting to build 
the party from the top down. 
Ham said he agreed. 


If his is chairman, Ham says 


he will strengthen the party 
from the base and will work to 
get more Republicans in coun- 
ty and local offices. He said he 
would put more emphasis on 
the county organization. 


As chairman, Ham said he 


would adhere to state and na- 
tional party rules and would not 
espouse his own opinions. 


again in his second survey and 
found that 35 per cent of them 
had either switched to the oth- 
er major candidate or else had 
become undecided. 


Ranchino took three polls in 


the governor's race during the 
general election campaign. The 
polls were taken weekly in the 
last three weeks of the cam- 
paign. 


The first poll, Ranchino said, 


27 precincts that had voted 
heavily for Rockefeller in pre- 
vious elections were sampled. 
The survey showed Bumpers 
was leading 54 per cent to 30 
per cent in those precincts. 
Carruth had 2 per cent. 


"1 wrote then that the elec- 


tion was all over," Ranchino 
said. 


The last two polls were ran- 


dom samples of the whole 
state. The second one showed 
that 
Bumpers 
was 
losing 


ground at that point. The Dem- 
ocratic nominee had slightly 
better than 51 per cent with 30 
per cent for Rockefeller. The 
undecided vote had grown that 
week. 


The final poll, a week before 


the election, showed Bumpers 
moving again with at least 56 
per cent of the vote to Rocke- 
feller's 35 per cent and Car- 
ruth's 2 per cent. 


Both Murry and Ranchino 


agree that another factor in 
throwing the pollsters off was 
Bumpers' television program 
during the closing days of the 
campaign on which Rep. Wilbur 
Mills, D-Ark., delivered a per- 
sonal appeal for support for 
Bumpers. 


"That Mills thing may have 


been a big factor," Ranchino 
said. "That's only a theory, but 
I've heard a lot of people men- 
tion that." 


Apparently none of the polls 


came close to predicting the 
fate on the new constitution. 


L. Craig Rains of Area Mark- 


et Research, however, did pre- 
dict the proposed charter would 
fail. Although the final poll 
showed the document leading 45 
to 38 per cent, Rains said he 
predicted that all of the unde- 
cided vote would go to the op- 
position because of lack of 
movement on the favorable side 
throughout 
the 
campaign. 


Throughout the campaign, the 
document gained only 1 per 
cent in the favorable column, 
Rains said. 


Ranchino said he had never

legations of kickbacks and col- 
lusion at clubs on military bas- 
es. 


McCellan made the state- 


ments on Little Rock television 
station KTHV's "Face the 
State" program. 


The Senator said that under 


the wiretap section of the 1969 
organized crime bill, 189 wire- 
taps' had been authorized by 
the courts and only one request 
for wiretap authorization, by 
the Justice Department, had 
been rejected. 


The wiretaps have led to 622 


arrests since Jan. 20, 1969, he 
said.

vorite Roberto de Vicenzo, who 
staged a late charge before 
thousands of cheering fans to 
overcome a two-stroke disad- 
vantage in the final 18 holes. 


It was a contest between the 


old master and the young up- 
start from Australia. De Vicen- 
zo, 47, has played in all 18 World 
Cups and this tournament was 
dedicated to him. 


He had helped win the team 


trophy for Argentina in 1953, 
and won the individual title in 
1962. 


Graham, on the other hand, 


failed only two weeks ago to 
qualify for the lucrative Profes- 
sional Golfers Association tour 
in the United States. He is 24, a 
relative newcomer to pro golf, 
and was playing in his first 
World Cup.

It's that time of year again 


when the nose d r i p s , the 
throat tickles, coughs and 
sneezes pollute the air and 
flu bugs lay waste to entire 
communities.

from the nose. More severe 
illnesses with fever really 
a r e p h a r a n g i t i s (sore 
throat), bronchitis, flu or 
other diseases. 


There may be a hundred 


different v i r u s e s that can 
cause a common cold. No 
wonder a single cure or pre- 
vention hasn't been devel- 
oped. Some of these same vi- 
ruses cause s e v e r e sore 
throats, fever, pleurisy, flu, 
pneumonia and severe ill- 
nesses. 


Virus pneumonia often be- 


gins with an illness that re- 
sembles a cold. The persist- 
ent cough, fever and longer 
duration of the illness sug- 
gest viral pneumonia in- 
stead of a common cold, or 
virus infection of the throat. 


Certain virus infections of 


the throat r e s e m b l e the 
"strep throat," a bacterial 
infection. It is important that 
a strep throat be recognized 
and treated with antibiotics, 
since some untreated cases 
lead to rheumatic heart dis-

Millionaire Paul Mellon of Pitts- 
burgh had a few more bucks to- 
day to put in one of those banks 
that helped make the family for- 
tune.

F. Lucas' Ruffinal was third 
with Sound Off fourth in the 15 
horse field.

$211,392 for his stunning victory 
in the 18th running of the 2- 
year-old 
race. 
Fort 
Marcy 


picked up $100,000 last Wednes- 
day for the International victo- 
ry, a total of $311,392. 


Mellon, whose father Andrew 


was Secretary of the Treasury 
of the United States, laughed 
when someone asked if he had a 
Brinks truck parked outside be- 
tween races. Rokeby's trainer 
Elliot Burch, wasn't as blase as 
his boss. 


"What a streak I'm in," said 


Burch, who saddled both Fort 
Marcy and Run The Gantlet. It 
may be remembered that Arts 
and Letters, the Horse of The 
Year for 1969, also was owned 
by Mellon and trained by Burch. 


Burch said Run The Gantlet 


would be taken to Florida and 
rested for the 3-year-old season 
this winter. Run The Gantlet 


had won one of six previous 
races and earned only $7,575. 


Burch refused to claim the 2- 


year-old division title for Run 
The Gantlet. The trainer said 
that honor belong to Hoist The 
Flag, who wasn't in the Garden 
State because of an injury.

favorite in the Garden State 
never threatened. He was eighth 
after breaking from the No. 14 
post position and never was bet- 
ter than sixth, finishing seventh.

New Syrian 
Ruler Has 
Tightened Up

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 


Syria's new ruler, Gen. Hafez 
Assad, tightened the army's 
grip on his nation's politics to- 
day and tried to form a new 
government as some of his sup- 
porters clashed with supporters 
of the ousted regime. 


Weekend demonstrations were 


reported in Damascus, the Syri- 
an capital, after Assad, the de- 
fense minister, overthrew Presi- 
dent Noureddin Atassi and a 
government dominated by Gen. 
Salah Jadid on Friday. All are 
members of the Baath Socialist 
party, but Assad is considered 
more of a moderate. 


University students clashed in 


the streets of Damascus. An un- 
confirmed report said one man 
was killed and 35 were injured 
when Assad's security guards 
charged into the crowds, hitting 
with batons. 


There were signs that Assad 


would curb the Al Saika guer- 
rilla movement and that there 
would be nothing in the future 
like the disastrous tank invasion 
of Jordan by the Syrians to sup- 
port the Palestine 
guerrillas 


when they were battling the 
Jordanian army recently. 


Unconfirmed reports said As- 


sad had released several politi- 
cians arrested during the coup, 
but that Jadid and Atassi were 
still held. But Assad was report- 
ed negotiating with Atasi, trying 
to persuade him to head a new 
government which Assad would 
run. 


In Egypt, Premier Mahmoud 


Fawzi resigned, and President 
Anwar Sadat asked him to form 
a new cabinet. Minister of Infor- 
mation Mohamed Fayek said 
Fawzi, 70, and the other minis- 
ters will remain in office until 
the new cabinet is formed. 


The cabinet had been appoint- 


ed after the death of President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser Sept. 28. 
Sadat, Nasser's successor, ap- 
pointed Fawzi premier Oct. 20. 
The semiofficial Cairo newspa- 
per Al Ahram said Fawzi want- 
ed to shake up the makeshift 
cabinet immediately, but he 
was agreed to wait for a transi- 
tional period. 


Official sources said the new 


government will be formed by 
next Thursday, when the Na- 
tional Assembly reconvenes.

The court-martial of the Mi- 


ami, Fla., lieutenant, charged 
with the premeditated murder 
of 102 Vietnamese civilians, was 
to have begun today, but was 
delayed when only four of 16 of- 
ficers questioned last week were 
accepted by attorneys. 


Under military law, a mini- 


mum of five officers, none be- 
low Calley's rank, must serve 
on the court-martial board. A 
two-thirds vote is necessary to 
convict. 


The military judge, Col. Reid 


W. Kennedy, called a rare Sat- 
urday court session in an effort 
to complete the jury. But the 
disqualification of 12 officers 
during 2¥t days of questioning 
brought on the delay in the be- 
ginning of the trial. 


The four jurors thus far se- 


lected are: 


—Col. Lamar A. Welch, 56, of 


West Palm Beach, Fla., a com- 
bat veteran of World War II and 
a military adviser in Vietnam. 


-Col. Clifford H. Ford, 53, of 


Knoxville, Tenn., World War II 
and Korean veteran.

Hope 
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Congressional Session 
Short on Time But 
Is Long on Problems 
Green Beret 
Manpower to 
Be Slashed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


elite 
Army 
counter-guerrilla 


unit known as the Green Berets 
will lose a third of its manpower 
to Defense budget cuts next 
year, say Army officials. 


Pentagon officers say they ex- 


pect 
the 
9,000-man 
Special 


Forces unit to be trimmed to 
6,000 or possibly less in 1971. 


These officers say the cut is in 


proportion to over-all force re- 
ductions in the military. Present 
Defense Department planning 
calls for the Army to be slashed 
to 13 and two-thirds divisions by 
June from the Vietnam war 
peak of 19 and two-thirds in 
1968. 


And, 
although it hasn't offi- 


cially been announced, most of 
the 2,800 Green Berets in Viet- 
nam are expected to be with- 
drawn by Christmas. 


The moves coincide with a 


shift in the role of Special 
Forces from counter-insurgency 
warfare. 


"We're getting away from the 


blood and guts side," an Army 
spokesman said. 


The Green Berets were a pet 


project of President John F. 
Kennedy, who first sent them 
into Vietnam in 1961 to recruit, 
train 
and 
advise 
mountain 


tribesmen and other natives in 
fighting the Viet Cong. But in 
recent years, less was heard 
about the Green Berets as the 
nature of the war changed. 


'.'With* the - buildup -of U.S. 


forces in 1965 and 1966, the at- 
tention shifted to the big action 
and the big units—the battalions 
and the divisions," said the 
Army spokesman. 


But intraservice rivalry also 


had a hand in the de-emphasis 
of the Green Berets. 


Ever since the first Special 


Forces unit was formed at Ft. 
Bragg, N.C., in 1952, some offi- 
cers resented the idea of an 
elite outfit and questioned the 
concept of counter-insurgency 
warfare. 


In an interview, the former 


commander of the Green Berets 
in Vietnam, Col. Robert Reault, 
spoke of frequent disagreement 
and friction between his men 
and the high command in Sai- 
gon. 


Reault, now in Boston writing 


a book on the history of Special 
Forces, retired from the Army 
last year after he and seven oth- 
er Green Berets were charged 
with murdering an alleged Viet- 
namese double agent.

Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky 
of South Vietnam predicted to- 
day that the United States''role 
in his country would be over 
"very soon."

Academy here. 


"I am personally very happy 


with the Vietnamization" pro- 
gram of President Nixon, he 
said in response to newsmen's 
questions.

Pentagon Plans More 
Money for Guards and 
Reserves in Budget

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
De- 


spite severe defense spending 
curbs, top Pentagon 
officials 


are reported moving toward a 
10 to 15 per cent boost in funds 
to strengthen and modernize the 
National Guard and reserve un- 
der next year's budget. 


An increase of that magnitude 


could total a quarter of a billion 
dollars or more, if based on this 
year's $2.4 billion spending level 
for 
the guard 
and 
reserve 


forces. 


The administration's plan to 


field a relatively small and 
compact all-volunteer force by 
mid-1973 is based in large part 
on a combat-usable ready re- 
serve, which includes the Na- 
tional Guard. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird told a citizens group 
last week that, "in the future, 
we will give priority to calling 
the reserves and the National 
Guard when men are needed" 
in a crisis. 


For this reason, the Pentagon 


is inclined to be relatively liber- 
al in spending on the guard and 
reserve while cutting deeply in 
many other areas. 


The biggest immediate prob- 


lem, as senior defense officials 
see it, is to equip the reserve 
forces with modern arms, com- 
munications gear 
and other 


materials. Much of their equip- 
ment is now antiquated. 


A large portion of the pro- 


posed reserve budget increase, 
it is understood, would buy new 
equipment rather than relying 
on hand-me-downs from the reg- 
ular forces—although the re- 
serve element also will be re- 
ceiving arms and equipment 
from regular forces as the Viet- 
nam war winds down. 


Part of the reserve budget in- 


crease will be devoted to im- 
proving training and probably 
some raise in drill pay. 


Previous promises to upgrade 


the guard and reserve, to enable 
them to respond more quickly in 
national emergencies, were only 
partly fulfilled. The Johnson ad- 
ministration's 1965 decision to 
commit ground troops in Viet- 
nam resulted in a swift drain-off 
of much of the modern equip- 
ment the guard and reserve had 
managed to collect up to that 
point. 


But there is tangible evidence 


the new guard-reserve moderni- 
zation program has started to 
move forward. 


No Evidence 
of Problem 
in Crash

HUNTINGTON, W. Va. (AP) 


— Federal investigators have 
found "no evidence of any par- 
ticular problem" with a jetliner 
in which all 75 persons aboard, 
including most of the Marshall 
University football team, died'in 
a fiery weekend crash. 


This was reported Sunday by 


John D. Reed, chairman of the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board. He said there was no ev- 
idence so far of mechanical fail- 
ure in the chartered Southern 
Airways twin-jet DC9 and no ini- 
tial indication of pilot error. 


Reed pledged to find 
the 


cause of the accident, the worst 
in American sports history. His 
investigation continues today 
and could last several months. 


Returning the Marshall team, 


coaches and followers from an 
afternoon game with East Caro- 
lina University at Greenville, 
N.C., 
the plane cut a swath 


through treetops before crash- 
ing into a hillside short of the 
Tri-State Airport runway Satur- 
day night. 


Besides 37 Marshall football 


players and 8 members of the 
coaching staff, the dead includ- 
ed several prominent Hunting- 
ton citizens—three physicians, a 
newly elected state legislator, a 
past president of the Marshall 
alumni association and the uni- 
versity's dean of admissions. 


Eight married couples, par- 


ents of 24 children, were killed. 
Coaches 
and 
some married 


players killed in the crash left 
35 more children. 


Today and Tuesday were de- 


clared days of mourning on the 
Marshall campus and through- 
out the city. Public offices and 
schools were closed. 


A special FBI disaster Tteam 


bgan today the task of identi- 
fying the charred remains of the 
75 victims, brought to a tempo- 
rary morgue established in an 
airport hangar. 


"This town is dead," was the 


way one nurse described the 
grim silence that engulfed Hunt- 
ington and the university cam- 
pus. 


Memorial services were held 


throughout the weekend. At one 
sei-vice, about 400 students and 
Huntington 
citizens—some 


weeping and on their knees- 
sang an African hymn, "Some- 
one's singing, Lord, kumbaya 
... Someone's 
hurting, Lord, 


kumbaya ... Someone's pray- 
ing, Lord, kumbaya." 


About 7,000, including West 


Virginia Gov. Arch A. Moore 
Jr., attended a Sunday night 
memorial service in the Mar- 
shall field house. 


Calling the football players 


"beautiful 
young 
people," 


Moore said, "These young peo- 
ple were our lives and we had 
looked to them for a future." 


At a makeshift infirmary set 


up in another campus building, 
student friends of the crash vic- 
tims were treated for shock. 


The crash occurred about 7:40 


p.m., after the DC9 clipped the 
tops of trees about 75 feet tall on 
a ridge some 100 feet higher 
than the airport runway.

Shot in Arm 
Expected for 
Gl Loans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


new GI home loan law is expect- 
ed to give a shot in the arm to 
the sagging housing industry by 
restoring loan guarantees to 8.5 
million World War II and Korea 
veterans and opening a new mo- 
bile home program. 


Although tight money in many 


areas—particularly the South 
and West—is expected to reduce 
the impact of the measure, the 
Veterans Administration is esti- 
mating that, in addition to facil- 
itating 
home purchases for 


many former GIs, it will enable 
35,000 veterans to buy housing. 


The major provision of the 


bill, signed by President Nixon 
Oct. 26, removes all expiration 
dates for GI home loan applica- 
tions. That, for World War II 
veterans, was last July 25. The 
date for Korea veterans varies 
with the individual. 


• The bill took immediate ef- 
fect, except the mobile home 
provision, which goes into effect 
Dec. 22. 


Another of the many facets of 


the law permits veterans to use 
their benefits for the first time 
to refinance existing mortgages " 
on homes or farms. However, 
the current high interest rates 
are expected to put a damper on 
this. 


Purchasers of mobile homes 


originally had been forecast at 
15,000 for the first year, based 
on the assumption the purchas- 
ers would be mostly young vet- 
erans using the mobile homes 
until they could afford a conven- 
tional house. 


But, now, the law opens up 


mobile 
home 
purchases 
to 


World War II Korea and post- 
Korea veterans who have not 
used their home loan benefits 
and thousands of them also, will 
take advantage of the law to 
buy mobile homes for retire- 
ment years. 


A veteran who buys a mobile 


home may use his full GI bene- 
fits to buy a regular home as 
soon as his mobile home is paid 
for. But this doesn't work in re- 
verse—an ex-GI can't get a mo- 
bile home loan even if he's paid 
up his regular home GI loan. 


There's a special package in 


the new law for the veteran so 
severely disabled he is entitled 
to a specially adapted home. 
The 
VA has 
long provided 


grants for such homes—50 per 
cent of the cost, up to $12,500. 
The new law permits the veter- 
an to borrow the remainder of 
the home cost direct from the 
VA wherever he lives rather 
than just in areas where com- 
mercial loan money is not avail- 
able.

American 
Death Toll 
Now 44,000

SAIGON

Enemy 


mines and booby traps pushed 
the total of American battlefield 
deaths in Vietnam past 44,000 
during the weekend, while in 
Cambodia, North Vietnamese 
forces battered two Cambodian 
units on the northern front. 


The Viet Cong's crude explo- 


sive devices took nine American 
lives over Jhe weekend. Despite 
the absence of any pitched bat- 
tles involving American forces, 
44 U.S. troops were reported 
killed last week, the highest toll 
in five weeks. This raised the to- 
tal number of Americans re- 
ported killed in action in Indo- 
china to 44,003 since Jan. 1, 
1961, but the total will undoubt- 
edly be increased by casualty 
reports which have not yet 
reached the U.S. Command. 


Meanwhile, 
U.S. 
troop 


strength in Vietnam dropped to 
363,800 last week, a decrease of 
4,200 during the past week and 
the lowest in almost four years. 
Another 19,800 troops are to be 
cut by Dec. 31, bringing the au- 
thorized total down to 344,000. 


North Vietnamese forces in 


Cambodia attacked two sweep- 
ing detachments of the big Cam- 
bodian task force bogged down 
50 miles north of Phnom Penh 
Sunday, killing 13 Cambodian 
soldiers and wounding 49. It was 
the worst casulaties the Cambo- 
dian command has admitted in 
two months, and only seven 
North Vietnamese bodies were 
found on the battlefield. 


It was the first serious ground

Dacca in the Ganges River del- 
ta were lashed hardest by tliir 
150-mile-an-hour winds and 20- 
foot waves from the Bay of Ben- 
gal. 


Officials said so many were 


dead or missing that rescue 
teams were counting survivors, 
not the dead. Some.sources said 
there appeared to be almost no 
survivors on at least one of the 
islands. 


The 1961 census listed 1.4 mil- 


lion persons on the four islands 
—Hatia, Ramagati, Charjabbar 
and Bhola—but other sources 
estimated the population was 
less than half that when the 
storm hit. However, there had 
been a recent influx of workers 
for the rice harvest. 


The official death count rose 


to 15,943 Sunday night, but fatal- 
ity estimates grew hourly from 
scores of reports. A former as- 
semblyman said local officials 
indicated 65,000 had perished in 
Patuakhapi district to the west 
of the four islands. A utility offi- 
cial said thousands of farmers 
were swept into the sea when a 
tidal wave roared over the 15- 
foot dam which had reclaimed 
the land on which they were liv- 
ing. 


The area is a cyclone alley, 


with storms Wtttog ahtibst ev- 


huge tolls because of the lack of 
:a,-yKv>iwTg syiStentf or o! speedy 
transport for the masses of 
farmers and fishermen. 


In June 1965, 30,000 perished 


in a cyclone there, and histo- 
rians say 300,000 died in a storm 
and tidal waves in 1737. The 
greatest disaster recorded in 
history occurred in China's Ho- 
nan Province in 1887, when a 
flood took 900,000 lives. 


The head of the Pakistan Red 


Cross appealed for help to meet 
"the complete devastation in 
the offshore islands." 


75 Wrecks

The Arkansas State Police in 


its monthly statistical

reported today that 45 persons 
died in traffic fatalities during 
the month of October. According 
to State Police figures this is 4 
more deaths than were recorded 
over the same period a year ago. 
This brought the states highway 
death toll for the first ten months 
of 1970 to 493 deaths. 


Captain Milton Mosier District 


Commander of the Hope District 
for the Arkansas State Police 
said that 3 persons died during 
the month of October 
on 


Arkansas highways in the Hope 
District. Counties in the District 
recording deaths were Miller, 
Nevada and Sevier 1 each. The 
remaining 6 counties were free of 
traffic fatalities. 


Mosier said Troopers in the 9 


county area investigated 97 
accidents. Miller county exi 
perienced the highest accident 
rate during October recording 16 
accidents, followed by Hemp- 
stead and Nevada 15 each, Pike 
13, Sevier 12, Clark 10, Howard 8, 
Little River 5, and Lafayette 3 
accidents. 


The report indicated that 


failure to yield the right of way 
was the leading contributing 
cause in the accidents followed 
by drinking, excessive 
and improper passing. 


The 45 traffic deaths during 


October occurred in 42 collisions. 
Statewide Troopers investigate^ 
1,112 accidents during the month 
of October. 


Mosier said Troopers in the

No Similarity 
in Crashes 
Determined

HUNTINGTON, W.Va. (AP) 


— Despite the grim coincidence 
of two football teams ripped 
apart in the fiery wreckage of 
airliners, federal 
investigators 


said today they see little or no 
similarity between the Wichita 
State and Marshall University 
disasters. 


"We see none," said John H. 


Reed, chairman of the National 
Transportation 
Safety Board, 


who drew a distinct line be- 
tween the sleek jet chartered by 
Marshall that bore 75 persons to 
death here Saturday and the ag- 
ing, overweight prop plane rent- 
ed by Wichita State 
which 


smashed into the Rockies six 
weeks ago, killing 31 persons. 


Yet one common, thread was 


woven into both crashes: each 
involved a plane flown into a 
hillside by a pilot who was not 
routinely familiar with the ter- 
rain. 


The twin-engine DC-9 jet from 


Southern Airways was trying to 
land in rain and fog Saturday 
night when it cut a splintered 
swath through the tops of trees 
on a high ridge rising near the 
airport runway and nosedived to 
the ground. 


Although the charter pilot was 


one of Southern's senior cap- 
tains, no one could say whether 
he had ever tried to touch down 
before at Huntington, a small, 
one-runway airport that is not 
on Southern's regular routes. 
The airport lacked the more so- 
phisticated landing aids of larg- 
er fields. 


Killed in the crash were 37 


members of the Marshall foot- 
ball squad, its coaching staff 
and athletic dirpvtor, the plane 
crew and a group of prominent 
Huntington citizens flying back 
with the team from a 17-14 loss 
to East Carolina. 


The tragedy came even as a 


federal investigation continued 
into the Oct. 2 crackup of the 
Wichita State football plane. Of- 
ficials say the Wichita State pi- 
lot flew into a deadend canyon 
at the foot of the Continental Di- 
vide and was unable to escape. 


The Wichita State disaster 


sparked a full federal inquiry 
into aircraft charters after in- 
vestigators found the 20-year-old 
overweight plane was being 
flown by pilots from a firm that 
lacked a sufficient license to 
operate it. 


FAA administrator John Shaf- 


fer called the arrangements for 
that flight, involving separate 
leasing of plane and hiring of 
crew, a facade to get around 
FAA rules governing charter 
flights. 


The 
FAA sent 
letters 
to 


schools 
across 
the 
country 


warning them to be careful in 
their charter arrangements and 
to deal with reputable opera- 
tors. 


Marshall was dealing with 


such an operator—Southern, a 
scheduled airline authorized to 
conduct charter flights and sub- 
ject to stringent operating and 
maintenance requirements. 


It was Southern's first flight 


for Marshall, which had taken 
buses to its other out-of-town 
games this season. 


Sixteen days before the Mar- 


shall plane crash, a twin-engine 
Army plane trying 
to land 


through a low ceiling smashed 
into an embankment on the op- 
posite side of the Tri-State Air- 
port, killing a major general 
and two other officers.

with 
radar 
for 
landing 
ap- 


proaches or with any sophisti- 
cated 
glide 
slope 
electronic 


beams to warn a pilot when he 
is coming in too low. "Our prob- 
lem is money," said an airport 
board member. "We've always 
wanted

couldn't get the support." 


Investigators also said there 


were no red warning lights on 
the fatal ridge. But the FAA 
said the ridge tip was 
far 


enough below the normal land- 
ing angle that lights were not 
required. 


The DC-9 had flown earlier in 


the day from New Orleans to Al- 
exandria, La., to Springfield, 
Mo., to Louisville, Ky., and to 
Atlanta. At Atlanta, the pilot, 
Frank H. Abbott, 46, took over 
the craft for the ferry flight to 
Greenville, 
N.C., where 
the 


plane picked up the Marshall 
team. 


It was Abbott's first flight of 


the day. A different plane and 
crew had taken the team to 
North Carolina the preceding 
day—Friday the 13th.
